The fighter recinent (probably the lolth Gcs Ftr Regt) 
was nreviously believed to be equipped with La~9s and P=39s. Anparently 
no La-9 aircraft were stationed at the airfield at the reported time. As 
it is seurcely probable that the regiment is equip-ed exclusively with 
obsolete P=-39s, it is believed that the rej; incnt has been re-equinved with 
Yaks.
